23.—The | world's 
largest ship, the Hamburg-America 
liner Impertsr, ‘ten andone-half feet 
longer than the ill-fated Titanic, was 
today launched here by Emperor Wil- 
liam in the presence of high officials 
of the German government, and g vast 
throng. The recent loss of :the White 
Star leviathan and 1,800 of her pas- 
sengers, gave rather a sombre tone to 
todays ceremonies. It is claimed that 
the Imperator, is now the last word 
in safty as well as size. 
A conference of German Maritime 
authorities was. held in Berlin a mo- 
nth ago,when it was decreed that bu- 
ilders ofnewliners must sacrfice speed 
and luxury to safty. They readly. 
agreed. 
The Titanic was 882 feet, six inches 
long, while the Imperator is 893. feet 
long, 95 feet wide and 103 feet high- 
From the captain’s bridge to the wa- 
ter line the distance is81 feet. The 
topmost of her cleven decks is as high 
as a five-story house. She will have 
a tonage of 50,000 and will accommo- 
date 5,000 passengers. There will bo 
lifeboats and lite-saving apparatus for 
every person on board.

\POTATO GROWERS WARNED 


A note of warning has been sounded 
from Ottawa in regard to a Very 
dangerous potato disease that- has 
been brought to Canada in tubers im- 
ported during the present year. 
disease which is’ known’ a3 Patato| 
Canker was recently discovered in an} 
imported shipment. To warn Canad- 
ian farmers azainst the danger of 
blanting imported seed, the Director 
of the Experimeatal Farms has issued 
a leaflet known as ‘‘Farmers’ Circul- 
ar No. 1’’ prepared by Mr. H.T. Gus- 
sow, the Dominion Botanist which 
contains the following points:— 

1. The only way in which the dis- 
ease can be introduced is through 
the planting of affected tubers. 

2. The use of diseased tubers for 
scel,may, in the w orst cases, result 
in the complete destruction , of the 
entire crop. 

3. When cnce introduce] the disea- 
se germ infests the soil for a period 
of eight.years, which means that for 
at least eight years no sound pota- 
toes can be raised on, land this in-
